Mr G. Cottle reported on the sani¬ 
tary condition of the D. E. Cahill 
property and that he had taken the 
matter up~with the Provincial Board 
of Health and that they advised the 
local board should take the matter up 
with Mr Cahill and stop him from of¬ 
fering milk in the village for sale or 
otherwise until such time as he com¬ 
plies with the Health act re dairies. 

Motion: that the Local Board of 
health prohibit D. E. Cahill from sup¬ 
plying milk in the village of Chauvin 
either for recompense or otherwise, 
and that the secretary notify D. E. 
Cahill accordingly. Carried 

Motion: that all selling milk in the 
village from more than one cow shall 
required to procure a license. Car¬ 
ried 

Meeting adjourned 


Fined For Violations 
OF Public Health Act 

A general sanitary inspection of the 
village was carried out on August 12th 
13th and 14th. It was found that the 
village as an whole was in very good 
clean condition, there were, however 
a number minor discrepancies noted 
and placed before the local Board *of 
Health. ' #■ 

In t,he case of D. E. Cahill who has 
several previous notications to place 
his premises in sanitary condition, 
having failed to do so, S. G. Cottle 
laid information against him on two 
charges. First, he did neglect to 
comply with order given him by an 
executive officer as provided in section 
27 Public Health Act. Second, that 
he did maintain his premises in filthy 
and upsanftary condition 

The cases were heard before" A. E. 
Keith, J.P., Saturday August 14th. 
D. E. Cahill pleaded ‘Not Guilty.’ He 
•was proved guilty And fined $5.00 and 
costs $6.00 on the first charge. To 
the second charge D. E. Cahill plead¬ 
ed guilty and was fined $10.00 and 
costs $6.00

business. This is indicated, perhaps, 
most, clearly by the interest taken in 
the exhibits and the nature of the re¬ 
creative events planned on the pro¬ 
gram—these events being solely for 
the interest of the children and loc¬ 
al horsemanship. It speaks well for 
the welfare of agriculture when it is 
possible for a crowd to remain in¬ 
terested all day with only the essen¬ 
tials of their occupation 'to hold their 
interest for a whole day. 

The work accomplished by the offi¬ 
cers of the Agricultural Society is of 
greater importance than we common¬ 
ly recognize. It speaks volumes for 

their “stick-ability” that we have had 
an unbroken series of fairs since the 
first one in 1913. Wainwright has fal¬ 
len out for several years and is mak¬ 
ing an effort this year to resume the 
annual fair.
